: ; use of a preservative of the type of 
stable superphosphate. 


Granular in 
form, this preservative is most effect- 


‘ive when distributed in the gutters 


and on the walks behind the cattle, 
immediately after the stables are 
cleaned. Used thus, it absorbs the 
liquid manure, keeps the walks dry 
and prevents loss of nitrogen in the 
form of ammonia, by combining with 
it to form a non-volatile ammonium 
sulphate compound. 


The examination of samples receiv- 
ed at Winnipeg, combined with labor- 
atory, greenhouse and field-plot. tests 
showed that the discolorations were 
of several types. Some 6f them were 
of slight practical importance but 
others caused considerable damage in 
certain localities. Samples of nor-, 
mally dark-glumed varieties and of 
false black chaff were found, but 
these two types of blackening had 
little or no effect on yield. Of great- 
er importance were discoloration dis- 
eases caused by the attack of bacter- 
ia’ and fungi. These were found to 
include (1) bacterial black chaff caus- 
ed by a bacterium, (2) glume blotch, 
caused by a fungus, (3) head blight, 
caused by mernbers of three groups 
of fungi, (4) blackening (or brown- 
ing) in certain varieties due to im- 
perfectly developed rust pustules, and 
(5) infection by non-parasitic organ- 
isms that gained entrance to the tis- 
sues after physical break-down had 
occurred. 

In all of the above types the discol- 
orations are attributable to the for- 
mation of a coloring substance known 
as melanin (meaning black). Be- 
cause the production of melanin is the 
result of chemical changes in the 
plant tissues, the composition of the 
tissues is important in determining 
whether or not blackening will occur. 
Hence differences in the tendency to 
turn dark would be expected between 
varieties of different constitution. 
Actual varietal tests, extending over 
the past five years, have shown that 
such differences exist. The varietal 
reaction ranges, year after year, from 
no discoloration in some varieties to 
heavy discoloration in others.

RAW MILK IS POISON 


ARM CHAIR’ SCIENCE sends 
forth an article to the effect that raw 
milk is NOT poison. The article 
would have been of greater value if 
it had contained some science and 
less armchair. It might have been 
written (possibly it was), by a one- 
cow dairyman intent on the peddling 
of milk from his tuberculous cow; 
more likely it was written at the in- 
stigation of certified milk producers 
who are out to advertise and sell their 


product, 
The article is full of mis-state- 
ments. It is a tissue of falsehoods 


from beginning to end. Some Minis- 
ter of Agriculture is said to have 
stated, “the human race existed long 
before pasteurization was heard of.” 
Yes, and the human race will prob- 
ably continue to exist long after the 
cynical and ignorant Minister of Ag- | 
riculture is dead and forgotten. 

What is the pith of this article? It 
is that while pasteurization destroys 
dangerous germs it also kills off |. 
harmlegs and useful germs and at the 
same time destroys some nutritious 
constituents. The lactic acid germs 
are ‘said to be killed and in conse- 
quence milk cannot sour and decom- 
pose while undesirable germs multi- 
ply very quickly. 

Rosenau, in his Preventive Medi- 
cine, referring to lactic acid fermen- 
tation, says: “It is sometimes alleged 
that pasteurization does not destroy 
nature’s danger signal — souring. 
Milk pasteurized at the temperature 
recommended (142-145° F.), sours as 
a result of lactic acid fermentation 
just as raw milk does, though some- 
what more slowly. Nature has no 
danger signal for infected milk. Milk 
may be teeming with typhoid bacilli 
and other disease micro-organisms | 
without its taste, odor or appearance 
being changed.” 

The nutritious value of milk is not 
changed by pasteurization. There 
have been hundreds of experiments 
involving the use pasteurized and 
raw milk for children of all ages, for 
calves, pigs, and other animals both 
in the United States and England. In 
every single case the children and an- 
imals thrived about equally well on 
raw and pasteurized milk with the 
scale if at all tipped to the side of 
the pasteurized article. It was found 
however, in some of these experi- 
ments that animals fed on raw milk 
developed tuberculosis. No tubercu- 
losis resulted in either animals or in 
children using pasteurized milk. 

Certainly clean milk is wanted. So 
is peace among nations. But all 
milkers are not clean and devoid of 
disease and all cows are not free from 
tuberculosis. Pasteurization is de- 
signed to prevent the effect of dis- 
ease and dirt from reaching the user 
of milk. Its use is analogous to the 
custom of filtering and chlorination of 
questionable water supplies and like 
the latter is a process accepted by 
science as a solution of the problem 
of dirty and infected milk. 

The claim that heat influences the 
availability of calcium is generally 
denied by scientists. Boiled milk 
with a heat much greater than that 
of pasteurization is extensively used 
on the continent of Europe and else- 
where with no ill effects. Many
